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LIBRARY REPORT 


This has been the banner year in the history of the 


Library, as the circulation has been greater by three hundred 
volumes than in any previous and thirty-five persons have 
taken out borrower’s cards. The Librarian had an opportunity 
to talk to the school children on reading in general and on 
some of our books which would help them in their school 
work, as well as those which are read for entertainment, and 
this led several to begin taking books. 

The Library has been open each Library day, with the 
exception of Christmas day and one evening when severe 
weather made attendance impossible. Nothing has been done 
in the way of repairs and the fund for re-decoration is 
gradually increasing. 

The number of books which have been catalogued is 
now 7787, but the actual number on the shelves is much 
fewer, as worn-out volumes are being continually discarded 
and many which do not circulate have been removed to 
storage. Gifts of books have been received from Mr. Fisher, 
Mrs. John L. Seavey» Mrs. Lydia Smith, Mrs. Wilcox and the 
Grange, and the usual number of documents and pee 2 
have been sent us. 

The magazine department is well supported and many of 
them are worn out in their journey from house to house. 
Very little reading is done at the Library now that so many 
forms of entertainment take up the time of the young people.

The building is clean, and the heating is usually all 
right, except on cold, windy days, when it is difficult to heat 
the primary room. Storm window will, no doubt, make this 
room as comfortable as the other rooms. 

The teachers are well qualified for their work, and the 
pupils are making commendable progress. The following is 
a list of the teachers with the number of pupils registered in 
each room.
